DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

In claim 3: line 2, it is not clear whether the ornamental thing recited is a part of 
the ornamental layer. 

In claim 6: lines 2 and 3 are not understood. 

Claim 7, depending from claim 6, inherits the indefiniteness thereof. 

In claim 8: line 2, "the contents" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 10: line 2, "the case" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 11: lines 6-8 are not understood. 

In claim 12, the recitation is not understood. 

In claim 13: line 2, "the reflective objects" has no antecedent basis. 

Claim 14 depends on itself; thus, it is not understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lam' 934.

Regarding claim 1 , Lam' 934 ( Fig. 1 ) teaches a brightness difference 
ornamental screen with multi-function comprising an ornamental layer 39, a light display 
member 38, and a control device 36, arranged in the fashion recited in claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 2-5 and 8, reference should be made to Figs. 1, 2, and 11, and 
the accompanying texts. See column 3, lines 1-33, 50-59; column 6, lines 18 to column 
7, line 58. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 6, 7 and 10-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

The present case contains a set of claims ( which bear the Serial Number of the 
present case ): claims 1 and 31-48. They do not relate to the present invention.
